CHICAGO, July-25 (Associated Press). 
—Nathan Léopold Jr., after his cornfés- 
sion to @ part in the kidnapping; and 
murder of “fourteen-year-old .. /Robert4 
Pranks, held life .déear ‘because: he. be- 
lieved he ‘had “¢mportant work to eu 
forthe world.”” + 

One of the sentiments Leopold ex- 
pressed was -that. nvurder was not. a 
crime in his code; the only. crime was 
fin ‘being caught. 

Richard Loeb, copartner in the crime, 
believed: that “‘wnoever committed that 
crime* should. be strung up.’’ 

“"Phe’ mental reactions of both: youths 
to the’ consequences of their conspiracy 
were detailed today,in court, 

Leopold, whose life, with that of Loeb, 
ig:at stake in the hearing before Chief 
Justice John BR. Caverly of the Criminal 
Court; expressed ‘his sentiment and. re- 
vealed other processes of his mind to 
the police officers who guarded him 
aften the first joint ‘confessions to the 
erime. - 

Loeb gave his idea of a fit» punish- 
ment for the act-in a conversation with 
a newspaper reporter before his arrest. 
He also gave reporters ‘‘tips’’ om how to 
trace. some of tho activities of the kid- 
nappers, ascribing his ‘circumspection to 
the teading of detective stories:

Judge I will get off with life imprison- 
ment.’

He said he had carried along his 
bird studies to an’ advanced stage and 
thought he might, be able to contribute 
something through writings and, re-

REVERENCE RENCE IN BOYS 


Declares ere for Nature, 
Law and God Is: Basis 
of Our Institutions. 


SPEAKS TO SCOUTS ‘HERE 


Over Telephone He Addresses 
53 Youths on Leviathan Bound 
for International Meet. 


President Coolidge, speaking by tele- 
phone last night_from the White House 
to a dinner given on board the Levia- 
than for the fifty-three. Boy Scouts, who 
will safl on the liner today for ~Copen- 
hagen to represent: thiscountry-in the 
international scout field .méets, declared 
that the fundamentals. of American: in- 
stitutions ‘were reverénce for nature, 
reverence for law .and reverence ‘for 


These three things, the President said, 
also are the fundamental teachings of 
the. Boy’ Scouts,. and he himself had 
learned them in his boyhood on the 
farm, : 

Mr. Coolidge told: his. listeners, that he 
was thrilled. at the thought of his. audi- 
ence,. “‘for I never address ‘boys ‘with-- 
out thinking that among them. niay be 
a boy who will-sit in the.

Text of the President's Speech. 


The President's address was as fol- 
lows: ‘ 

Delegates of the Boy ‘Scouts of 
America: You are ‘sailing tomorrow 
to”represent your organization at an 
international gathering of the Boy 
Scouts to beheld at Copenhagen. As 
Honorary President of your body, I 
desire to give you a word of farewell 
and to express my hope that you. may 
have a pleasant and successful jour- 
ney which will be productive: of much 
good to yourselves: and your  asso- 
clates.

BROWN FILES APPEAL 
FROM HERESY VERDICT 


Ohio Bishop Charges Twenty Er: 
rors in Proceedings of the 
Trial Court Last May.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 25.—Wiliam 
Montgomery Brown of Galion, Ohio,

To do that for a reasonable purpose is 
something everywhere recognized as 
legitimate, and no court would permit 
it to further deception of any kind, 
and. would allow it reluctantly, if at all, 
when the only excuse was a desiza to 
conceal racé ofigin. ; 

Not a few foreign names, edpinnitie 
those of Eastérn Europe, are unpro- 
nounceable by the majority of the immi- 
grants’ new neighbors, and others lend 
themselves too. easily to ludicrous or 
disparaging corruptions. A common 
practice. is-simply to translate the for- 
eign name into English, or to use an 
English name approximating the old 
one in meaning or sound.
